No. F. 1—11/76-IFS-I: —A Scheme for staffing posts included in the Central Deputation Reserve of the 
Indian Forest Service and other forestry posts, similar in rank and status in certain other organisations under the 
Government of India, was formulated and published for general information vide the Ministry of Agriculture 
(Department of Agriculture and Co-operation) Resolution No, F. I-I1/76-IFS dated the 9th January, 1984. 
With the transfer of work relating to forestry to the Department of Environment, Forests and Wildlife, the Scheme 
is now being implemented by that Department. 

2. It has been decided to make the following further amendments.in the Scheme in consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission 

(i) Annexure-J attached to the Scheme, containing lists of posts covered by the Scheme, may be substi¬ 
tuted by Annexure-I to this Resolution. 

(ji) Para 3,2 relating to constitution of the Board may be substituted by the following 


(a) The Board shall consist of five members including the Chairman. 

(b) The Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry of Environment and Forests will be 
the Chairman (ex-officio) of the Board. 


The other ex-officio Members of the Board will be : 

(i) Inspector General of Forests, Government of India. 

(ii) President, Forest Research Institute and Colleges, Debra Dun. 

(iii) Representative of the Department of Personnel and Training, not below the rank of Joint Secretary. 

(iv) Joint Secretary, Ministry of Environment and Forests, dealing with forestry, who will also be the 
Member-Secretary of the Board, 

(iii) sub-para (a) of para 3.3 of the Scheme may be substituted by the following : 

“(a) for appointment to posts covered under the Scheme except the posts of Inspector General of Forests, 
Additional Inspector General of Forests and Chief Conservators of Forests (Central)”, 


(iv) Sub-para (e) of para 3.3 may be substituted by the following 

“(c) to advise on matters specifically referred to the Board by the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests of the Central Government”. 

(v) Para 3.4 relating to Special Selection Committee may be substituted by the following :— 

“3.4. Special Selection Committee : 

A Special Selection Committee consisting of Secretary. Ministry of Envoironmcnt and Forests, 
Secretary, Department of Personnel and Training, Secretary, Department of Agricultural Research 
and Education, Secretary, Department of Rural Development and Secretary, Department of Ocean 
Development shall be constituted to make recommendations for appointment to the posts of 
Inspector General of Forests, Additional Inspector General of Forests and Chief Conservator of 
Forests (Central)”.
